Cultural Directions for Bearded Iris 


RHIZOMES will be shipped to you in a firm condition and should 
be planted as soon as possible after they are received. If you are 
unable to plant on receiving them, then be sure to keep the rhizomes 
in a dry and cool place until you can plant them. 

Iris require good drainage and sun for at least one-half day, in 
order to obtain the best results, with abundance of bloom. The soii 
should be moist before planting and kept moderately moist until the 
plants are well established. Care should be taken to not over-water. 
If your soil is heavy and poorly drained set the rhizomes a little 
higher than the surrounding soil. The rhizomes should be planted 
so the soil just covers them and no more. Be sure and spread the 
roots well and firm the soil around them. Separate every third year. 

The use of bone meal when planting and both bone meal and 
well rotted manure as a side dressing once each year will usually be 
sufficient fertilizing. Be careful that fertilizer of any kind does not 
contact the rhizome.
